As  amended  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting,  held  on  Thursday, 

2nd  May,  1907. 

1. — That  this  Society  be  called  the  Civil  and  Mechanical 
Engineers'  Society. 

2. — That  this  Society  consist  of  Members,  Associates,  Honorary 
Members,  and  Honorary  Corresponding  Members. 

That  Members  shall  be  men  engaged  in  the  engineering  profes- 
sion or  kindred  pursuits. 

That  Associates  shall  be  men  connected  with  engineering,  but 
not  practising  as  engineers. 

That  Honorary  Members  shall  be  men  eminent  in  the  engineering 
profession  or  as  scientific  men,  and  that  Corresponding  Members 
shall  be  persons  engaged  in  similar  pursuits  to  Members  and  per- 
manently resident  abroad. 

3, — ^That  any  Candidate  for  admission  as  a  Member  or  as  an 
Associate  of  the  Society  shall  be  proposed  by  a  full  Member — from 
personal  knowledge — and  be  seconded  by  two  others  (who  shall  be 
either  Members  or  Associates)  on  a  printed  form  signed  by  the 
proposer  and  seconders  and  by  the  Candidate,  stating  the  Candi- 
date's name,  address  and  profession  ;  that  these  particulars  be 
announced  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  that  the  Candidate  be 
balloted  for  by  the  full  Members  at  the  following  meeting,  one 
black  ball  in  five  to  exclude. 

4. — ^That  the  Election  of  Honorary  Members  and  Honorary  Cor- 
responding Members  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

5. — That  each  Member,  Associate,  and  Honorary  Member  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  introducing  two  friends  to  each  Ordinary 
Meeting  of  the  Society,  whose  names  and  addresses  shall  be  entered 
in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  in  which  also  every  Member, 
Associate,  and  Honorary  Member  attending  any  meeting  shall 
sign  his  name. 


6. — That  any  Member,  Associate,  or  Honorary  Member  may 
have  the  loan  of  any  book,  drawings,  or  papers  belonging  to  the 
Society  upon  signing  his  name  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
such  Member,  Associate,  or  Honorary  Member  being  responsible 
for  the  property  so  borrowed,  which  shall  be  immediately  returned 
when  demanded  by  the  Secretary. 

7. — That  the  entrance  fee  for  Members  shall  be  half-a-guinea, 
and  that  their  annual  subscription  may  be  compounded  for  by  the 
payment  (in  one  sum)  of  ten  guineas,  such  payment  to  confer  the 
privileges  of  Membership  for  life. 

That  Associates  shall  pay  no  entrance  fee. 

8. — That  the  annual  subscription  of  Members  and  Associates  be 
one  guinea,  payable  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each 
year. 

That  the  subscription  of   any  Member  or  Associate   joining  the 
Society  after  the  first  day  of  November  in  any  year  shall  commence 
from  the  first  day  of  January  following.      That  the  following  Mem- 
bers may  claim  a  reduction  of   their   subscription  to  half  a  guinea 
per  annum  during  their  residence  outside  a  radius  of  thirty  miles 
from  London  provided  they  have  no  office  within  such  radius  : — 
{a)  Members  who  on  joining  the  Society  are  permanently  resi- 
dent outside  the  said  radius. 
(b)  Members  resident  within  the  said  radius  on  their  perma- 
nently removing  beyond  it. 
The  reduction  shall  take  effect  from  the  first  of  January  following 
the  date  of  the  claim. 

9. — On  or  about  April  2nd,  in  each  year,  a  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
each  Member  who  owes  any  monies  to  the  Society  showing  the 
amount  of  the  same  and  calling  his  attention  to  Rule  10. 

10. — On  April  10th  of  each  year,  any  member  who  has  omitted 
to  pay  his  subscription  for  the  then  current  year  shall  thereby 
incur  a  fine  of  five  shillings,  and  if  he  does  not  pay  all  monies  owing 
by  him  to  the  Societ}-^  within  four  months  of  the  posting  of  the  notice 
named  in  Rule  9,  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  remove  his  name 
from  the  list  of  members  of  the  Society,  but  such  or  any  other 
removal  of  his  name  shall  not  affect  his  legal  liability  to  the  Society, 
and  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  unless  he  is  out  of  the  debt  of  the 
Society. 

11. — That  the  Council  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  not  less  than 
four  or  more  than  eight  other  Members,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of 
the  full  Members  at  a  General  Meeting,  to  be  held  in  May  each  3'ear. 
That  the  year  of  office  shall  commence  at  the  first  Meeting  of  the 
following  Session  ;  that  each  Past-President,  provided  that  he 
remains  a  Member  of  the  Society,  shall  be  an  ex  officio  Member  of 
the  Council  for  the  six  years  following  his  year  of  office,  and  that 


after  such  six  years  he  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  Council 
in  the  ordinary  way.  That  Associates  shall  not  be  eligible  as 
Members  of  the  Council. 

12. — That  the  affairs  of  the  Society  be  under  the  control  of 
the  Council. 

13. — That  ordinary  Council  Meetings  shall  be  held  once  in  each 
month  during  the  Session,  and  that  Extraordinary  Council  Meetings 
may  be  held  at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  at  the  request  in 
writing  of  three  of  its  Members.  That  three  shall  form  a  quorum  ; 
and  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  entered  in  a  minute 
book,  and  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

14. — That  the  accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be  audited  once  a 
year  by  an  Accountant,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  General 
Meeting  to  be  held  in  May. 

15. — If  any  Member  or  Associate,  by  act  of  felony,  misdemeanour 
or  other  offence,  shall  render  himself  unfit  to  be  a  Member  or  Asso- 
ciate of  the  Society,  or  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  his  conduct 
shall  be  considered  injurious  or  detrimental  to  the  interests  or 
welfare  of  the  Society,  or  if  his  conduct  be  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Council  by  a  proposal  signed  by  not  less  than  six  Members  of 
the  Society,  then  the  Council  shall  make  such  inquiry  as  they  deem 
adequate,  and  if  at  a  Council  Meeting,  called  for  the  purpose,  not 
less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Members  of  Council  present  decide 
that  there  is  good  or  sufficient  reason  for  the  expulsion  of  the  said 
Member  or  Associate,  they  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  removed  from 
the  list  of  Members  or  Associates  of  the  Society  ;  but  if  the  majority 
who  so  decide  be  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  Councillors  present, 
then  the  Member  or  Associate's  name  shall  remain  on  the  list  of 
Members  or  Associates,  and  the  inquiry  shall  not  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

16. — ^That  the  Ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Society  for  the  reading 
and  discussion  of  papers  on  subjects  connected  with  engineering 
and  the  kindred  sciences  shall  be  held  on  such  days  between  Decem- 
ber 1st  and  May  31st  as  the  Council  may  appoint  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Session,  such  Session  to  commence  with  the  first 
Ordinary  Meeting  in  December  and  to  conclude  with  the  General 
Meeting  in  May. 

17. — That  the  Secretary  shall  commence  the  proceedings  of  each 
Meeting  by  reading  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting. 

18. — ^That  the  Chairman  shall  have  the  power  of  directing  the  dis- 
cuss'on,  deciding  points  of  order,  and  dissolving  the  Meeting,  if 
necessary,  and  that  he  shall  have  a  casting  vote  when  divisions 
are  equal. 


19. — That  anyone  desirous  of  reading  a  paper  before  the  Society 
shall  first  submit  it  for  the  approval  of  the  Council,  and  unless  he 
shall  then,  by  notice  in  writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  reserve 
to  himself  any  rights,  such  paper  shall,  when  read,  become  the 
absolute  property  of  the  Society  ;  and  all  maps,  plans,  drawings, 
diagrams,  etc.,  illustrating  the  same  shall  remain  in  the  custody 
of  the  Society  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  nine  months  ;  and  the 
Society  shall  have  full  power  to  print  the  whole  or  any  parts  of  such 
paper,  maps,  plans,  drawings,  diagrams,  etc.,  either  in  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  Society  or  in  some  other  form. 

20. — That  in  order  that  the  papers  read  may  be  bound  they  shall 
be  written  upon  paper  of  a  uniform  size,  that  known  as  **  foolscap  " 
being  adopted  as  the  standard,  one  side  only  being  used,  and  IJin. 
margin  left  clear. 

21. — That  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in 
May,  when  the  Council's  report  and  the  audited  accounts  for  the 
previous  year,  ending  31st  December,  shall  be  presented.  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  Session  elected,  and  such  matters  considered  as  may 
affect  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

22. — That  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request  of  the  Council  or  at  the  request 
in  writing  of  six  Members,  who  shall  therein  state  the  business  to 
be  brought  forward  at  such  Meeting. 

23. — That  for  all  General  or  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society  six 
full  Members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

24. — That  visits  to  works  or  other  objects  of  engineering  interest 
shall  be  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council,  and  that  notice  of 
these  and  all  other  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  sent 
to  Members,  Associates,  and  Honorary  Members. 

25. — That  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  except  by 
a  vote  of  the  full  Members  at  the  General  Meeting  to  be  held  in 
May,  or  at  a  Special  Meeting  called  for  the  purpose.
